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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 6-1 1 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 7/27/05. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sakiyama et al. (US 6063023). Sakiyama et al. disclose an endoscopic system 
including an imaging unit (col. 5 lines 39-40), a plurality of types of optical adapters (4) 
that is freely detachable attached to the distal section of the electronic endoscope and 
that has a predetermined observational system that includes an identification section 
(col. 6 lines 1-27), a control device (col. 7 lines 30-41) that is electrically connected to 
the electronic endoscope and that includes an optical adapter identifying/verifying 
means for detecting the identification section so as to verify the type of optical adapter, 
an image processing means (col. 5 lines 49-63) for receiving an imaging signal sent 
from the imaging unit so as to produce a video signal and a control means for 
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manipulating a video signal produced by the image processing means and controlling 
the electronic endoscope and external equipment and a display device that receives the 
video signal sent from the control device and displays an image represented by the 
video signal.
